The N.Y.K. steamers Satsuma-maru and 
Hokkai-maru have been released from Govern- 
ment charter. The former is to become a 
Formosan liner, while the latter will be placed 
in the Hokkaido service. Amongst the foreign 
steamers in the service of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha there are several vessels whose charter- 
parties expire this month. The British steamer 
Ganges was released from charter on fhe 4th 
inst., while the Norwegian steamer Tungus is to 
be released on Tuesday next. The Japanese 
Steamship Company is also about to discharge 
the British steamer Dumblane and three other 
vessels. 


The usual annual meeting of eholders of 
the Chinese Coasting Company (Chinesische 
Kuestenfahrt Gesellschaft) of Messrs. Menzell 
and Co. has been held. The report for 1903 
and the balance sheet were passed unanimously. 
The newly-issned shares (500) are tobe quoted in 
future in Berlin and Hamburg. Having been 
asked as to the present prospects of the com- 

y Herr Menzell, the managing director, 
stated that the six steamers of the company are 
doing good business especially as they have given 
a remarkable profit in spite of the unfavourable 
situation during the past year. In the event of 
no unfavourable circumstances setting in a good 
result might beexpected for 1904, as all steamers 
were under favourable charter. 


The Empress Dowager is announced to have 
discovered defalcations amounting to seven 
millions sterling in connection with the Siberian 
Railway, This use of the term “Siberian 
poilecay " evidently includes the Manchurian 
ine. 


A Changsha (capital of Hunan province) 
dispatch states that H.E. Chao Erh-sen, the 
retiring Governor of that province, has puro : 
through a foreign firm in Shanghai a plant for 
a large mint said to be capable of ateiking two- 
million copper ten-cash pieces every twenty-four 
hours; the pote of the machjnery, etc., bein 
something like £30,000. . In connection with 
the mint the weiyuan, or official representing 
the Governor of Hunan, who has béen conduct- 
ing the above negotiations, is said to have pur- 
chased in Shanghai a large quantity of copper 
sufficient to last the mint one year, while wor 
in the ordinary way. The mint is expected to 
be in working order by next October. 


It has been officially announced in Brussels

Reuter's agent at Brussels, however, says the 
version which several newspapers give under 
reserve of the resignation of Colonel 
Thys and M. Devolder as directors of the 
Hankow-Canton Railway, is as follows —The 
exploitation of this concession was to be shared 
by Americans, to whom Colonel Thys and M. 
Devolder were sent by the King of the Belgians 
some months ago with instructions to treat 
on certain conditions. en these gentlemen, 
on their return, announced to the King that 
they had concluded the negotiations in accord- 
ance with the instructions they had feceived, 
his Majesty informed them that he had changed 
his mind, and this was the reason why they 
resigned. ~ 


In the United States Consular Court at 
Canton on the 14th inst., Willian A. Freeman 
was convicted of unpremeditated killing. He 
was sentenced to’deportation and censured for 
reckless firing. The affair occurred at Fatshan, 
a Chinese lad losing his life. An American, 
named Aldrich, was the proprietor of a res- 
taurant at Fatshan, and a Portuguese woman 
who spoke Chinese fluently, lived with him. 
Several Chinese were gazing into the house, as 
is their custom, when the woman reprimanded 
them. After some words she threw water 
on them, and the Chinese proceeded to bombard 
the house with mud,- sticks and stones. Just 
about this time William A. Freeman and two 
other railway employees arrived for dinner. 
Clods of mud were thrown at the windows, and 
finally, a stone was hurled through the glass, 
landing on the table at which Freeman and his 
two friends were seated. Freeman jumped to 
his feet, rushed to the window and drew his 
revolver. He did not aim at the retreating © 
Chinese, but fired in the pond. The bullet, 
from the revolver struck the water in the pond, 
glanced off and pierced a.lad in the t 
killing him almost instantaneously. The boy 
was 400 yards from the house. The father of 
the lad agreed to accept $450 in full settlement 
of the matter. Viceroy Tsen, however, made 
case against Freeman.

A Ministry 
of Commerce with an efficient Consular 
staff co-operating would certainly have it 
in its power to render valuable aid to the 
merchant and manufacturer, but in the long 
run the place which the British trader 
occupies in the race must depend mainly 
upon his own exertions.

In an_in- 
teresting article contributed to the Contem- 
pory Review, Mr. ALEXANDER ULar indicates 
what, in his opinion, is the right policy for 
the Viceroy to adopt. The Lhassa oligarchy 
which uphold the Dalai Lama and try to 
rule the Buddhi-t world in bis name, are 
in a state of isolation. They are indepen- 
dent of China; they cannot rely upon or 
expect effective assistance from Russix; and 
they are the open toes of British India. He 
predicts that they will oppose the British 
advance with their utmost energy, & pro- 
phecy which is being fulfilled. Mr. Ucar 
adds that the Dalai Lama’s party could not 
do otherwise, because even if they accepted 
a British protectorate, aud if Great.

HONGKONG JOTTINGS. 


>+- —-—— 


(Daily Press, 13th June.) 

We are getting treated rather badly by 
Jupiter Pluvius this year. While he appears 
to have been making prolonged visits at other 
points along the coast his visits here are unusual- 
ly few and far between for the time of the year. 
The rainfall for the month of May, according to 
the observations of the Hongkong Observatory. 
was 7.705 inches. Last year it was 13.960 
inches, and in 1902, 36.730 inches. In June last 
year the rainfall amounted to 25.230 inches. 
The prospect is not pleasant. 


The members of the Kowloon Bowling Club 
were rather concerned on the point whether or 
no the King’s Park was going to interfere with 
their beautiful greens which have been laid out 
and kept up at considerable expense to them. 
A satisfactory arrangement has new been come 
to whereby the greens will be incorporated in 
the Park but not interfered with in any way.

Only an increase of the force in the New 
Territory will meet the requirements of the 
case, and at present, curiously enough, the policy 
of the Government is to decrease rather than 
increase the police strength in the hinterland.

Kowloon. Having regard to the increas- 
ing value of land and the consequent 
high rentals which oblige“people to sub-let 
portions of their houses, I have been asked why 
it is that the flat system is not introduced at 
Kowloon, for example, instead of running up 
rows of four-roomed houses.

A REPROOF. 

Mr. Vania, a Parsee. appeared in Court to 
make an application for a summons against 
certain persons. 

His Lordship said he had consented to sit 
rather earlier that morning in order to give | 
Mr. Vania an opportunity publicly of stating 
what his application was. He had written 
letters, his Lordship said, and generally 
wormed him in ® very improper manner. 
Any application which he wished to make must 
be made in due and proper form. 

Mr. Vania—Well. I am charged with con- 
tempt of Court ? 

His Lordship—You are charged with nothing 
at the present moment. 

Mr. Vania then went on to relate the parti- 
culars of the case which had led up to his 
application. It appeared that about a year ago 
he had entered into litigation against two 
Parsees in respect of the estate of a deceased 
Parsee merchant, and that it had been agreed 
by consent that each party should send in all 
papers, letters, etc.. relating to the matter. The 
other side did so, but the applicant failed to do 
that which had been agreed upon. He now 
applied for a summons against these two persons 
for embezzlement or misguidance of the estate 
and for $50,000 damages. = od 

His Lordship, addressing Mr. Vania said.—If 
other litigants acted as you have chosen to act. 
it would be impossible for the administration of 
justice in this Colony to be properly carried on. 
You hare written letters to me both at my cham- 
bers and at my private house, with reference to 
matters you have already Vitigated, or are litiga- 
ting or desire to litigate. In any case your 
conduct is highly improper. and I must put a 
stop to it. unless. indeed, your own sense of 
what is right and decorous leads you to conduct 
yourself with propriety in future. I will point 
out what has occurred so that you may under- 
stand your position. It seems that a Parsee 
merchant named Ratanjee Cursetjee Vania. 
whom I understand to have been your uncle, 
died here, about 28th June, {g99. His widow, 
who was in India, sent a power of attorney to 
Mr. Arjanee and yourself to enable you jointly 
and severally to take out adminstration to her 
deceased husband's estate for her use and 
benefit. This Power of Attorney wastdated 29th 
May, 1899. Mr. Arjanee did not use the Power. 
but you availed yourself of it and in September, 
1899, you obtained letters of administration. 
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You swore the value of the estate to be! 
$6,300.00, and alleged the debts to amount to | 
$18,000; but as only Webts due to persons 
resident in the Colony (which amounted to 
$4,048.43) can be deducted for probate duty. 
such duty was paid upon the sum of $2,251.57. 
You had some difficulty about obtaining a 
surety, but eventually Sorabjee Byram jee 
Bhabha became your surety, on condition that 
the books and papers connected with the estate 
were lodged with Mr. Arjanee to whom, with 
yourself, the power of attorney had been sent; 
you having all proper access to them for the 
purpose of winding up the estate. an arrauge- | 
ment to which you assented. On 22nd March. 
1900, hie duly filed your account of the estate 
and of your administration, in your own hand- 
writing. and you declared to its correctness in 
the usual form. and one would have supposed 
the matter was concluded. More than two years 
elapsed and then, on May 7th 1902, you brought 
on action against Mr. Arjanee claiming the 
return of certain books and papers belonging to . 
the estate, or, in the alternative, $5.00). by way | 
of damages. On Sth July, 1902, the widow re- 
voked her previous power of attorney to you 
and Arjanee. and gave a fresh one to Burjorjee 
Nowrojee Futtakia, who filed a petition for 
administration. Consideration of this petition 
was adjourned. pending the hearing of the action 
[ have mentioned. That action: was heard on 
26th June, 1903, by me. You appeared in person 
and Mr. Slade ayeared for the defendan*. Mr. 
Arjanee. It seemed a satisfactory solution that 


all the books and papers should be sent to the 


widow in India. so that she could take advice 
and see whether she was satisfied with what 
hud been done. At the trial, that was the 
arrangement come to, by conxent of both parties. 
and the following order to which you consented 
in open Court was made :— That the books. ete.. | 
mentioned in the claim and all books. correspon- 
dence, etc.. belonging to the estate of the 
deceased R. C. Vania be handed to the Registrar 
af the Court and be forwarded by him to the 
High Court in Bombay for the widow of the 
deceased, at the expense of the parties—Each 
party to pay his own costs.” The Registrar 
informs me that Mr. Arjanee kept faith by 
duly bringing into the Registry the books and 
papers in his possession accompanied by a list 
thereof, and that they were forwarded to the 
Registrar of the High Court in Bombay. on 
3rd July, 1903, whose acknowledgement reached 
here on the 19th August. 1903. accompanied by 
a receipt for the same by the widow. You 
however, did not keep faith with the Court, 
Months went by without your sending any of 
the books and papers in your possession 
relating to the estate into the Registry. and it 
was not until the 4th of May. 1904, that you 
brought in a box of papers with a list which 
contained a lot of comments and statements 
in red ink. Your one-sided comments were 


-not required, but only the documents and a 


simple list, and accordingly you were requested 
to remove them and return them with a simple 
list, a draft form of which the Registrar, Mr. 
Seth, kindly provided you with. The next day 
you returned to the Registry and informed the 
Registrar that you declined to give up the 
books and papers in question. So the widow. 
for whose use and benefit the grant of ad- 
ministration was made to you. has never received 
those books and papers. On 5th December, 
1903, you brought an action against Mr. 
Arjanee and Mr. Bhabha, claiming $50,000, the 
value of landed property situate in Shameen, and 
shares in public companies alleged to belong 
to the estate of the deceased (Vania) and you 
applied to issue a concurrent writ against 
Bhabha and asked mq for leave to serve it in 
Bombay. I have no Jurisdiction to deal with 
landed property outside this Colony, and apart 
from that. the Code Section 42. sub. sec. (2) 


says “No such leave shall be granted 
unless it is made sufficiently to appear to 
the Court that the case is a proper 


one for service of the jurisdiction.” I accor- 
dingly adjourned your application for further 
affidavits on that point. and these have never 
been filed. and on the 31st December, 1903, 
under your instructions. your solicitors, Messrs. 
Wilkinson and Grist, withdrew the proceedings 
without leave to bring a fresh action. In such 
case, Section 316, sub. sec. (3) of the Code says 
the plaintiff shall be precluded from bringing a 
fresh action for the same cause of action. In 
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spite of this you, on 26th April, 1904, made a 
fresh application in Chambers for leave to serve 
Mr. Bhabha in Bombay with that concurrent 
writ. Of course leave was refused. Now it 
seems you think proper to write letters to me 
and asked to see me and take up my judical 
time and that of the Registrar with applications 
which I have no jurisdiction to entertain. 
unless they are brought before me officially in 
due course and time. I have taken the trouble 
to thus explain your position to you in order 
that you may not, in future, plead ignorance 
of it. I much fear that, unless your friend can 
persuade you to cease this course of conduct, 
you will eventually have cause to regret your 
obstinac.:.

In BANKRUPTCY. 


Re THE PO FUNG BANK. 

Upon the application of the Official Receiver, 
the Court ordered that an issue be tried as 
to whether Lo Yuk Shang, Kwong King Tong, 
and Kwong Yik Lam were partners in the Po 
Fung Bank at the date of the petition in 
bankruptcy being filed, or at such other date as 
the Court may determine. This issue came on 
for trial. ; 

Mr. E. H. Sharp, K.C., instructed by Mr. 
John Hastings, solicitor, appeared on behalf of ~ 
the Official Receiver to show that the men 
were partners, and Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister. 
instructed by Mr. H. W. Looker, solicitor, of 
Messrs. Deacon, Looker and Deacon, appeared 
for the other side. 

Mr. SHarp said that the position as they 
understood it was very simple. There were 
two partners termed managing parters, while 
the other three partners ‘denied partnership. 
They would prove that these three people were 
all partners in this firm, from the commence- 
ment in 1901 to the time of bankruptcy. They 
would prove partnership, in fact, at various 
intervals of time between the commencement 
and the bankruptcy. Time, however, was not 
an important point, as the three men denied 
in toto the partnership. They did.not take up 
the position that they had once been partners, 
but had ceased to be so before the time of bank- 
ruptcy. His case was rather & gigantic thing, 
as they understood that there was a conspiracy 
amongst the partners to defeat justice and 
defraud the creditors by concealing the names 
of the partners. When the crisis came the 
managing partners, of course, had nothing. 

His Lorpsuip :—Are-they here ? 

Mr. Looker ascertained that the managing 
partners were present. 

Mr. SHARP, continuing. said that the liabilities 
of the bank were $120,000, $3,000 of which had 
been recovered. They expected in all to 
recover $10,000, but nothing from the 
managing partners personally. $65,000 they 
would prove to have been advanced to a shop be- 


| longing to one Kwong Chai Yu without security 


or a promissory note ; or, rather, $51,000 to one 
shop, and $14,000 to another shop belonging to 
the father of the first man. ile business was 
brisk the place was full of partners, but at other 
times none were to beseen. “I think, my Lord, 
there should be compulsory registration of 
partners,” Counsel added. © ; 

The CHIEF JUSTICE said he had been strongly 
in favour of compulsory registration of partners, 
and his brother justice and Mr. Justice Wise 
held the same view. It had been proposed to 
carry this idea through in the Straits, but it had 
been found impracticable. It was simply intoler- 
able that there were no means of ascertaining 
who were the partners in-a Chinese business. 
If compulsory’ registration were introduced 
some would object and others would not. He 
would call the attention of the Government te 
the matter. A quarter of the Court's time was 
taken up determining who were the partners 
in business. 

Mr. SHagp, proceeding, said that in the 
autumn of 1901 the bank was atarted, mainly by 
the Kwong Wing Chung Shop, and the other 
Kwongs. The three men in question, Lo Yuk 
Shang, Kwong King Tong, and Kwong Yik 
Lam, were all partners or employees in the. 
Kwong Wing Shop. When the business was. 
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started the method of getting business together 
was by obtaining money on deposit amongst 
friends. The three alleged partners wentamon. st 
their own friends and stated that they were | 
partners, and in this way got together a con- ! 
siderable business. This method of touting 
commenced at the start and continued up to the 
time of b nkruptey. The bank did a large 
business among American Chinese, as one of 
the partners had lived in America. He would 
prove that all three took part in the touting, 
but Lo Yuk Shang in particular. This con. 
tinued to the last Chinese New Year, when the 
bank was in difficulties, and early in March a run 
on the bank set in. Depositors went to sea the 
three men in question, demanding their money 
and threatening legal proceedings. They were 
satisfied for the time being by a statement that 
if the bank could not pay the partners would do 
so. From about the 13th to the 17th of March 
the partners sent around daily calling meetings 
at the bank to discuss the situation. This 
continued till the two managing partners were 
arrested. At the meetings the two managing 
partners and Lo Yuk Shang were nearly 
always present. The partners never despaired, 
but made repeated assurances that if the bank 
could not pay the depositors it would be all 
right. On the 18th March the present pro- 
ceedines began. 

Evidence was led. 

The case was adjourned.

A MURDER TRIAL AT 
CANTON.

AN INDIAN SENTENCED OF DEATH 


Canton, 14th May. 

In the British Consular Court at Canton 
this morning the trial was commenced before 
Sir Hiram 8. Wilkinson, Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court at Shanghai, of an Indian named 
Abdul Khalik, who is charged with having on 
24th March last at Sainam murdered another 
Indian named Mahomed Jemal. 

Prisoner (who is quite a young man) pleaded 
not guilty. 

Hon. H. E. Pollock, K.C., barrister-at-law, 
Hongkong, conducted the prosecution on behalf 
of the Crown Advocate, Mr. W. A. C. Platt, 
Shanghai; and Mr. Francis Ellis, solicitor, 
Shanghai, appeared for the defence. 

The following jury was empanellod :—Messrs. 
R. Leslie, W. Gates. L. H. Gilman, J. R. Powel 
Grant, and H. §. Smith. 

Mr. E. A. Staunton failed to answer to his 
name when the jury list was read over, and in 
his absence was fined $50. 

Mr. Hogg, who was elected to the jury, was 
excused from serving after he had explained 
that he was the only representative of the 
International Banking Corporation in Canton. 
and that the closing of the Bank would incur 
legal penalties.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT 


Several ladies were present in Court. , 

Hon. Mr. Pollock in his opening statement 
asked the jury to put away from their minds 
anything they might have heard or read aboat 
the case and deal only with the evidence brought 
before them. The principal witness for the 
prosecution was Sheer Ali, an Indian who was 
employed as a w:tchman on the railway at 
Sainam, and liv. in the same matshed as the 
deceased man. This witness Sheer Ali would be 
able to tell them that on the afternoon of the 
23rd March he was in the matshed where the 
murder afterwards took place just before going 
on duty, and saw there the prisoner and the 
deceased man. who wasa kind of head watchman, 
and had it in his hands to engage anl discharge 
watchmen, and his recommendations on that 
subject were usually adopted by the foreigners 
in charge of the railway. On this occasion Sheer 
Ali heard the deceased tell the prisoner that he 
was discharged from further duty for sleeping 
on duty. Sheer Ali, in ordinary circumstances, 
would have returned from duty at 4 a.m. on the 
24th, but about two o'clock he heard a shot fired 
and called out, “ Who fired “ Prisoner replied, 
“Come quickly ; there are thieves.’ But Sheer 
Ali neither saw any thieves nor heard them 
running away. Hewent up to the prisoner, 
whom he found standing outside the matshed 
with a revolver in his hand. The first shot 
was followed by three or four others. Prisoner 
admitted that he fired these shots. He said to 
Sheer Ali, * You must come inside.” Sheer Ali 
said, “You say thieves go outside; why go inside?" 
Prisoner then said, * You must come inside ; I 
show you something.” They went inside.- It 
appeared that the prisoner then wept, and said 
his brother was dead. Sheer Ali saw the 
deceased man lying on the bed already dead. and 
he noticed there was some blood about his 
head ; also. which was an important point. that 
the bed-clothes were smooth and even: they 
did not look rumpled up or asa if they had been 
disturhed. He found that there was a bullet. 
wound behind the deceased's ear. Sheer 
Ali and the prisoner went off to the office and 
reported the matter to the foreigners. of whom 
three or four returned with them to the matshed 
to view the body. Afterwards Sheer Ali and 
the prisoner were left toxether in the mit<1« L. 
and Sheer Ali noticed that the prisoner was 
shaking very much. and the latter said he could 
not sit downon t+ other bed near the \dy. 
Sheer Ali asked him what was the matter with 
him ; and prisoner replied. I am afraid.” and 
then vomited. About six o'clock in the morn- 
ing another witness saw the prisoner moving 
about with a pillow on which the deceased 
man had been lying. which might turn out to 
be an important point. The bullet fired at the 
deceased man must have found a lodgment in 
the pillow, and yet a few hours after the murder 
it had disappeared out of the pillow. Sheer 
Ali also said that on the evening of the 23rd 
inst. he saw a Russian standing there in the 
matshed when he went in. This man had been 
taken in for the night as he was without 
employment. He was not forthcoming. now, 
but one witness wonld state that prisoner said 
he told the Russian to go away. Sheer Ali got 
an order from Mr. Ward. who was in charge 
of part of the line. to bury the body. He and 
the prisoner, along with two other Indians and 
five Chinese coolies, went and buried it in the 
afternoon of the same day. As they were 
leaving the grave after the burial the prisoner 
said, looking at the grave. * You wanted me to 
be sent to Hongkong. Just now you lie there, 
and I have got my job and you are down.” 
These words he uttered in an angry tone. 
Sheer Ali said to him, ~The man was a 
good man; why do you say that?" Pri- 
soner answered, “I wish the dogs would eat 
him.” On the following day when prisoner 
was asked to subscribe $1 towards the burial 
expenses. he said. I do not want to subscribe 
it. I would like to see him eaten by the 
dogs, but I will pay the dollar.” Prisoner 
was then arrested, but was released from 
custody after four or five days. Prisoner 
remarked to Sheer Ali that in China they 
killed people like a fowl and nobody asks a 
word. Next morning Sheer Ali asked prisoner 
why he killed the man. Prisoner laughed 
and said, “I am sorry just now I have done 
this thing: I could not help it.” Early 
next morning the prisoner went away and 
was re-arrested in Hongkong. The revolver 


Ju-t the same us they would kill a fowl. 


in question was the property of the prisoner, 
who bourht it from the deceased. The body 
was exhumed on 30th March. It was found 
that the bullet had gone completely through 
the skull. Two European witnesses would state 
that the prisoner told them that soldiers came 
to the matshed to steal, and the shots were fired 
a them. One of these witnesses would also 
say that when he first went into the matshed 
he noticed blood on the prisoner's hand. There 
had been am inquest held on the body by some 
Cuinese official ; on that occasion the prisoner 
said that if the mindarin did not hold & proper 
enquiry he would shoot four or five mon -and 
then kill himself: 

Evidence was then taken. 

The first witness was Sheer Ali, who gave 
evidence on the lines indicated by Mr. Pollock 
in his opening address. He identified a revolver 
produced as the one which prisoner had in his 
hand when witness met him outside the 
mats"ed, 


Cross-examined—He had given evidence in 


regard to the death of the deceased four times, 
first to the superintendent, Mr. Brimble, and 
the Chinese mandarin ; second, to the “ English 
Viceroy"; third, before the. Magistrate in 
Hongkong; fourth, before the British Consul- 
General at Canton. He had heard the deceased 
telling the prisoner that he would be fined $3 
two or three days before the 24th for being 


asleep on duty and neglect of duty. There was _. 


no other reason for the fines. When witness 
heard the first shot he went straight to the mat- 


|shed. Asked whether when before the coroner 


he stated that he waited to obtain a lamp from 
the Chinese police before he crossed over, and 
that 15 minutes elapsed before he arrived at the 
matshed, witness said that he went straight for 
the lamp and then straight to the matshed. Be- 
fore to-day he had told someone that he fired two 
suots at the suggestion of the prisoner. At his 
examin ition before the Consul he said he asked 
th» prisoner why he killed the dcceased, and the 
reply he got was that no enquiry would be made, 
j That 
Wak not correct. What the prisoner did say 
Was that he was cry just now for the thing he 
hail done. but that he could not help it. 

By the Court.---He did not know whether

By u Jurymin—-When he went into the 
tnatshed on the first occasion with the prisoner 
he deceased was lying on his back with his 
head turned round. He did not see the Rus- 
sian that night. The Russian was arrested 
one day later than the accused. Deceased 


{ used to be on the railway at Port Arthur and 


could speak Russian; that was how the two 
came to be acquainted. 


Canton, 15th June. 

This morning the hearing was resumed of the 
case in which Abdul Khalik was charged with 
the murder of Mahomed Jemal at Sainam. 
Chief Justice Sir Hiram Wilkinson was on the 
Bench. Hon. H.E. Pollock. K.C., conducted the 
prosecution, and Mr. F. Ellis, solicitor, the 
defence. 

Mr. T. N. Ward. who is in charge of a section 
of the railway at Sainam, gave evidence of having 
been called to the matshed after the death of 
Jemal. He found on examination of the body 
that there wak # bullet wound on the left side of 
the head and another on the right. From the 
appearance of the wounds he cams to the con- 
clusion that the bullet had entered on the left 
side and came out on the right side, having 
passed clean through the skull. He saw a rent 
on the top side of the pillow. He 
started to search for the bullet in 
the pillow. but thought it best to wait for day- 
light. The bullet might have penetrated the 
pillow or might have deflected. Both the 
prisoner and Sheer Ali were present when he 
made his examination of the body and the pillow. 
Prisoner said he waslying down aid heard a pistol 
shot; he raised hishead up and saw two men going 
out. Witness asked him what the men were 
and he replied that they were all the same 
as soldiers. He added that he followed out and 
shot after them. Before the convorsation about 
firing after the two men took place he handed 
witness a revolver he had. He examined the 
chambers and found that the empty shells of the 
cartridges were there. He thought the revolver 
belonged to the deceased, and handed it back to 
the prisoner. About eight o'clock on the 
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following morning he cut the pillow gpen and 
searched it in presence of two other people. 
He did not find any bullet. On pulling the 
pillow to pieces the hole appeared to be an inch 
er two deep. The pillow was three or four 
inches deep. He was quite sure there was no 
hole in the bottom of the pillow, so the bullet 
could not have passed through it. He arrested 
the prisoner that night about eight o'clock on 
the information of two or three men; one of the 
men was Sheer Ali and another Hassan Safa. 
Prisoner was just going to bed, and witness said 
to him, “I understand that you killed your 
brother.” He told prisoner to put on his clothes 
_ and come with him. Deceased, when he brought 

the prisoner before witness and recommended 
him for a job, decribed him asa brother. Wit- 
ness employed the prisoner on deceased's recom - 
mendation. One morning the deceased came in 
and reported that he had found the prisoner 
asleep on duty and had fined him $1, putting the 
dollar on the table. Witness told him to take 
it back. Prisoner was fined twice. He could 
not say whether that was one week or two weeks 
before the death of the deceased. but it was about 
a fortnight. He did not think he had ever dis- 
missed any watchman on the recommendation of 
the deceased ; he dismissed some himself. 


Cross-examined—To the best of his kuow- 
ledge, accused was in the employ of the railway 
at the time of Mahomed Jemal’s death. He 
had given Jemal no authority to dismiss men. 
He could not say whether the second bed in the 
matshed had been occupied or not when he was 
called over on the morning of Jemal's death. 
The bed-cover was not pulled down. but it was 
roughed-up; it was not smooth. He did 
not say at the enquiry before the Vice-Consul 
that there was something like a man lying in 
this bed; that must have been taken down 
wrong. There was a Russian supposed to have 
been in that shed, but he did not know it at 
that time. The Russian told him he was there, 
when he returned that same night. He told 
witgess he was in bed when the shot was fired : 
the shot wakened him up. and he saw a mun 
whom he did not know run out of the room, and. 
being scared, he covered his head up. 


By a Juryman—When witness went over to 
the matghed first accused had all his clothes on 
apparently. When he came over to them he 
was dressed and had a lantern in his hand. He 
understood from the Russian that he was in the 
bed adjoining deceased's bed when the shot was 
fred. He did not know whether the Russian 
had any fire-arms in his hand or not. The 
Russian was brought back by his directions. 
When he heard the first shot and looked out he 
saw no light in the matshed ; if there had been 
one inside he did not think he would have seen 
it, but he would have seen one if it had been 
outside. 


By his Lordship—When the Russian was 
brought back he was put into the police quarters. 
close to where he stayed. He looked after him. 
The watchman was also there. ‘I'he men slept 
in the same place. but in different rooms. The 
watchman remained there all the time, but the 
Rugsian got liberty to go about. They were 
there, he thought, about six days. He released 
them by orders of the engineer-in-chief. 
Prisoner had gone when the inquest was held. 
He did not go back to work on the railway after 
his release ; witness would not let him do any- 
thing more for him after what had happened. 

C, A. Long. foreman on the railway, described. 
how in the early morning of the 24th March he 
was wakened up by Mr. Ward, the previous 
witness, and went up to the matshed where the 
body of deceased was lying. Mr. Moore accom- 
panying then, and examined it. His evidence 
was substantially corroborative of that of the 
previous witnesses. 

Other evidence was led. 

Hon. Mr. Pollock in addressing the jury 
contended that Sheer Ali, the principal witness 
for the Crown, had given his evidence in a very 
satisfactory manner and seemed a trustworthy 
witness. With reference to any slight varia- 
tions that might be pointed out in this witness's 
evidence as given at the trial and that which he 
gave on previous occasions on which he was 
examined in connection with the same case, Mr. 
Pollock quoted Queen r. Wainwright. 13 Cox. 
171 (ist edition) as showing that little import- 
ance must be attached to any such variations 
between the evidence given at the trial and 
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that given on deposition before the Magis- 
trate. He contended that there was substantial 
agreement between the story of Sheer Alias 
told before that Court and as told by him on 
previous occasions. With regard to the pre- 
sence of the Russian in the matshed at the time 
of the deceased's death, the evidence had shown 
that the prisoner did not attempt to blame the 
Russian for having fired the fatal shot, but 
on the contrary he said that the culprits were 
two men dressed like Chinese soldiers. Prisoner 
had stated also that when these men fired the 
futal shot he was asleep on the same hed as 
the deceased, yet this was not borne out by the 
evidence which showed that the bed-clothes 
were quite smooth and unrumpled. Tf the shot 
had been fired from the direction of the door 
by the robbers the bullet would have entered 
not the left side of the head. but the right 
side. Having gone through the main 
points in the evidence Mr. Pollock said in 
conclusion that the prosecution submitted that 
here they had a man, the prisoner. who had 
a motive for committing the crime. They had 
shown that he might. not unreasonably 
be supposed to have entertained some 
grudge against the deceased. There was 
alxo the fact that the deceased met his death 
from the wound of a bullet such as might have 
come out of a revolver. ‘There was the fact 
of the deceased giving an account of the affair 
which they could not accept. They had also 
the fact that even after the man’s death the 
prisoner was stated to have ised angry ex- 
pressions: against the decedixed at the grave. 
The prosecution had shown that the prisoner 
was guilty of this offence. Perhaps the jury 
might say that if they had only one or two 
facts of that sort to go upon they might 
consider that they were strong enough to 
convict upon, but when they had all these 
facts concurring and coming together, did 
it point to any other reasonable conclusion 
than that this man’s hand was the hand that 
actually committed the crime * The Russian 
wax there, but there did not seem to be the 
smallest ground for saying that the Russian 
did this. The prisoner had never attempted 
to put the crime upon him. He said he ordered 
him away, which was a thing that might be 
expected. seeing that the Russian had been 
discharged from the railway and that there 
would very likely have been trouble had he been 
found on the premises. Prisoner put forward 
a story which was improbable on the face of it. 
There was no doubt a somewhat serious 
responsibility rested upon the jury in this case, 
but at the same time they had to ask themselves 
the question whether all these points he had 
mentioned did not bring the matter home to the 
prisoner in such a way as to make them prac- 
tically certain that his was the hand which shot 
the fatal bullet. All these circumstances 
occurring together did show, it seemed to him, 
that the prisoner was the man who committed 
the crime. 

Mr. Ellis in addressing the jury on behalf 
of the prisoner, said this was a case of 
circumstantial evidence alone. Such evidence 
sometimes was the only evidence available, but 
it must be of a very strong character before a 
jury should convict. The principal witness 
‘was Sheer Ali. and he would ask the jury 
not to accept his evidence without careful 
sifting. He did not suggest that Sheer Ali 
deliberately committed perjury. but he suggested 
that it was possible he might have made 
mistakes which. though of a very trifling 
character. were of a very serious nature when 


they considered the evidence of the man as 4) 


whole. The jury wauld have to decide whether 
there was any evidence of any grudge or ill- 
feeling at all hetween the accused and the 
unfortunate deceased. He would point out the 
very important question which was put by Sheer 
Ali to the accuxed as to why he killed the 
deceased. They would notice that in one part 
Sheer Alix statement of the answer was of 
a certain character. and in the second part of it 
it was actually an admission on the part of the 
accused that he did kill the deceased. The 
question of motive was 4 most damning factor. 
but there was no tittle of evidence to show that 
the deceased had given cause for any grudge 
or motive. As tothe Russian, they could not 
decide why he went away. but they ought to 
give to everything which was brought forward 
in the case weight and consideration for or 
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against it. With regard to the searching of the 
pillow. as was alleged, surely it was not strange 
that the accused should do the same thing 
as the othera had done where the man who 
had been killed was a man whom he called his 
brother? Unless the jury were satisflud that 
the evidence was clear, fair, and conclusive, they — 
must dicen te the accused man. 

His Lordship, in charging the jury, said it 
was only natural that when this man died, the 
accused felt he ought to make statement. 
With reference to what that statement was, the 
jury would have to decide upon the trust- 
worthiness of Sheer Ali's evidence and demea- 
nour in the box. The only. evidence that was 
corroborated, as to the accused's statement, 
was that of! others than natives which, there 
was no concealing the fact, was more valuable 
than uncorroborated native evidence. With 
regard to the two soldiers mentioned by the 
accused, one of whom had a long gun, he put it 
to the jury that their existence was highly 
improbable ; and it was impossible for a wound 
of the nature inflicted to have been inflicted by 
a long gun considering the position of the bed 
and the position of the deceased upon the bed. 
Ax to the Russian, there was no evidence that 
he had a revolver, and prisoner had’ never sug- 
gested that the Russian had committed this 
crime. It was to be regretted that the Russian 
had been allowed to goaway. It was sad thing 
that a British subject could be murdered within 
a short distance of a Consulate and no informa- ~ 
tion be given of the circumstance. It was 4 
pity that the Russian should have got away, 
but in their consideration of the guilt or 
innocence of the prisoner jurors were often | 
confronted with the fact that a case had not 
been presented to them quite as satisfactorily as 
they could wish ; and the fact that the Russian 
was not here was no reason why the jury should 
find the prisoner not guilty if they came to the 
concinsion that he was guilty on the evidence 
presented to them. After dealing with other 
points of the evidence, his Lordship went on to © 
review that of Sheer Ali, saying that the 
only real discrepancy therein was his statement 
about the firing of the two shots himself at the 
matshed. If there was a reason needed why the 
prisoner should make the statement to Sheer 
Ali admitting his crime it might be found in 
the fact that the prisoner had been under arrest 
and afterwards been liberated, so he would 
naturally consider that the matter was at an 
end. The whole evidence as to motive was that 
of Sheer Ali. but unless in that way was there 
any probable way of this man's death having 
been caused by the prisoner. a 

The jury retired to consider their verdict, and 
returned after an absence of about a quarter ‘of 
an hour with a verdict of guilty. 

The prisoner heard the verdict unmoved. 

His Lordship, having put on the black cap. 
said—Abdul Khalik, you have, after most 
careful and faithful enquiry, confirmed by 
a verdict in which I entirely concur, been 
found guilty of the murder of Mohamed 
Ali. The sentencg of the Court is that you, 
Khalik, shall be taken from the place where 
you now stand to His Majesty's Consulate 
Prison at Canton, being the ii in which you 
were last incarcerated ; and on & day to be fixed 
by the proper authority you. shall be taken-~to 
the place of execution within the said prison 
there and hanged by the neck until you are 
dead ; and your body shall be burned within the 
precincts of the said prison; and may God 
Almighty have mercy on your soul, 

The Chief Justice was visibly affected as he 
pronounced the last words of the sentence. 

The prisoner heard his doom with Peden 
composure, and was understood to ask throu 
the interpreter when the sentence would be 
carried out. 

His Lordship—The sentence I now ae will 
not be carried into execution here unti I have 
reported this matter to His Majesty's Minister 
in Peking, and it will be for him to direct 
whether the sentence shall be carried into 
execution or not, or whether he will be pleased 
to commute the sentence for any other sentence, 
but I can hold out no hope to _you that the 
sentence will be commuted, and I sdvise you to 
prepare for it being carried into execution.

His Lordship—Nothing that the prisoner 
can say now is of any use in this Court. Ef he 
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has any representations to make he must make

TO THB EDITOR OF “THE TIME-.” 

S1z,—I have no desire to prolong the con- 
troversy with your Special Correspondent, Mr. 
Alleyne Ireland, on the past shortcomings of 
the Government of Hongkong, nor would I offer 
any reply fo his letter appearing in The Times 
of April 2, were it not that. in a leading article 
in The Times of April 7 it was assumed that 
Mr. Irelands last letter disposed of the facts 
given by me in answer to the statements in his 
first. Mr. Ireland based his strictures upon 
two statements, firat—that “thongh a serious 
outbreak of plague took place in 1894 it was 
not uatil 19Ul that the Government took the 
matter thoroughly in hand.” Immediately 
after the outbreak in 1894 a large congested 
area of the city was cleared, at an expense of 
$818,000, and from that time to the date of my 
letter, which appeared in The Times of Novewm- 
ber 10,. the Government had spent $1,987.' 0°, 
in special works of sanitation, while the anonal 
coxt of (he sanitary staff, that in 1893 stood at 
$59,000, bas increased in this year's estimates 
to $580,000. Year by year continuons efforts 
were made tocoutro! the annually recuriing 
epidemic, and it wasin consequence of the failare 
of every measure that coud be devised that 
I applied for and obtained the services of 
Professor Simpson and Mr. Osbert Chadwick. 
The second statement was that suggestions 
made by Mr. Osbert Chadwick in 183% as to 
water supply were only carried out in part, and 
after an interval of 20 ; ears he was called upon 
to make another report upon the water supply 
of the colony. 

That report, dated April 10, 1902, had 
evidently escaped Mr. Irelund’s attention when 
he wrote his special article on Hongkong. 
During the 20 years the population had 
increased from 160,000 to 290,000. Mr. Chad- 
wick recspitulates his recommendations made in 
1882, which were adopted by Mr. Cooper, the 
then director of public works. In paragraph 
50 he writes:— 

“The conclusion which I have arrived at 
muy be sammarized as follows:—(a) The-works 
recommended by Mr. Cooper as urgently 
required have been carried out with good results.” 

Since the date of Mr. Chadwick's first report 
$2,350,000 have been spent on waterworks, 
and the Kowloon reservoir, now approach ng 
completion, will cost $600,000 more. Un recom- 
mendations embodied in Mr. Chadwick's last 
report still further heavy expenditure has teen 
approved. 

With these facts, taken from official sources, 
I am content to leave the question as to weight 
of evidence to which the writer of your leading 
article of April 7 alludes in the last paragraph.

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THE TREATMENT OF PLAGUE. 
SRO cee 
“A HIGHEB PERCENTAGE OF RECOVERIES.” 

Dr. Koch in his report for 1903 as medical 
officer in charge of the Infectious Diseases 
Hospital makes the following remarks on the 
subject of plague cases :— : 

There were 301 cases of plague admitted for 
treatment. of whom 248 were males and 53 
females, the former being 82.4 per cent.. the 
latter 17.6 per cent., and the proportion of 
males to females being about 6 to 1. Of the 
admissions 139 males and 37 females died, and 
there were discharged cured 109 males and 16 
females. The recoveries among the males 
amounted to 44 per cent., and among the females 
to 30 per cent.. roughly, three males recovering 
as compared with two females. Of the deaths 
56 per cent. were among the men, and 70 
per cent. among the women. The Europeans 
numbered 27. and there were two deaths, giving 
a mortality of 7.4 per cent. Three Portuguese 
were admitted. of whom two died, equalling 
66.6 per cent. Of 216 Chinese, 156 died, 
making a percentage of 72.2, and of other 
races 55 cases were admitted, of whom 16 died, 
giving a percentage of 28.2. Thus it will be 
noted that the better fed European, brought up 
and living amid more healthy surroundings, 
and whois presumably more stalwart and of a 
more robust physical development, has the 
greater chance of recovery than a patient of 
any of the other races. In treatment the great- 
est success has been obtained by the free uso 
of carbolic acid. The very purest preparation 
should be used. and in order to be efficacious 
it should be given in large doses—12 grains or 
more every twohours. As an aid to treatment, 
‘and to counteract the depressions, the free 
exhibition of stimulants such as strychnine, 
digitalis, and alcohol is called for. It would seem, 
moreover, that the better results obtained this 
year—the higher percentage of recoveries— 
are to be attributed to te earlier and more 
positive diagnosis of plague which has been 
rendered possible by Dr. Bell's adaptation of 
Ross's method of examination of the blood. 

Dr. Bell in his report as Superintendent of the 
Government Civil Hospital says :—78 cases of 
plague were admitted with 5 deaths. The bulk 
of the cases were, uf course, transferred to the 
Infectious Diseases Hospital. As soon as the 
epidemic started we had a stock mixture of car- 
bolic acid (20 minims for a dose) made up, and 
all cases were put on. this as soon as they came 
in—if the blood showed no malaria and the 
symptoms pointed to plague—so that no time 
was lost in starting the treatment. In view of 
the favourable report issued by Dr. Thom- 
son, I would like to point out that, though I 
suggested this treatment to you. the real credit 
for introducing this drug in such large doses 
belongs to Dr. A. Wiglesworth, of Liverpool. 


HONGKONG YV. MANILA.

Whoever has dwelt long enough in Munila 
to know this city and who vicits Hongkong, 
cannot but contrast the two places. There are 
few feelings so depressing as that which steals 
over the Manilan condemned to endure a week or 
more off the Kowloon shore, after a few days 
have exhansted the curious sights, and the shops 
have satisfied une's wants. It is an Oriental 
nestalgia which becomes more and more acute 
at each visit to the moist and foggy hill, which 
has been so wonderfally converted into a vast 
warehouse by British energy and thrift. 

Hongkong is unfortunately situated for 
anything but business. Its strongest advocate 
can claim nothing for it except its advantageous 
nearness to the beehive of southern China, and 
its fitness for fortifying impregnably against a 
sea-attacking foe. That the British have done 
their very best with the natural possibilities uf 
the island of Hongkong cannot be denied, and 
that they have conquered marvellonsly the 
heights above Victoria city is evident to the 
casual viewer. 

But somehow or other Hongkong lacks more 
than does any other large colony in the Orient 
the spirit of home which makes cities endurable 
for any length of time, and which is pecaliarly 
conspicuous in Manila. Ona sees only a hand- 
ful of ladies on the streets of Victoria, the cap- 
ital and only city of Hongkong island. On 
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Sundays, when church belle ring, one’s eyes are 
paacdcnes by several scores, mothers and 
aughters, but usaally one may walk or ride 
blocks without seeing any women but the 
occasional tourist or the omnipresent Chinese. 

Almost all the domestic life of the city is on 
the terraces of the Pea , and removed from 
sight. The hotels have only asmall percentage 
of woman guests, and men, men, men, are every- 
where. The fact is that as a rule British colonists 
do not bring their wives with them. They 
come to the outports of their nation, young, 
apprenticed, and without marital ties. As they 
grow older and accumalate means, they now 
andagainreturno to their homesandb ingoutthe 
sweethearts of their youth. But for years the 
live in society, most of the time in whic 
the eunobling influence of good women does 
not euter. Not thatiu Hongkong there are 
not as fair aud charming women as anywhere, 
but they are few comparatively, and the average 
mau does not meet them often. 

He looks to his club, his sports, and the 
dissipations of night for relaxation from his 
work. ‘There is not wanting this same lack 
in Manila, but it is a dozen times more 
apparent in Hongkong, and it strikes a chill to 
the Manilan who is compelled by hard fate to 
larry in the former city. 

Returning to Manila, the citizen who has 
adopted these islands as his home, feels his 
spirits bound at the sight of the Luneta, the 
women in carriages, the children on the -grass; 
the chatter of his own kind is musio to his soul. 
He does not feel so much an alien in a strange 
land as in China, The streets are brighter, 
the clubs more companionable; and one 
realises that Manila, though far from the 
centre of the social world, is nearer to comfort 
and contentment than any other of the ports 
of the Far East in which the white man has oast 
his lot.

A TIGER HUNT IN KWANGTENG.

The following account of a trip after tiger. 
which, though unsuccessful, afforded plenty of 
enjoyment and excitement, may be of some 
interest. 

The venue of the hunt was in the west of 
Kwangtung province, fifteen miles north of the 
West River. I passed a day at Koon Wui, a 
small market town, and in the evening, having. 
after much haggling, purchased a dog as bait. 
set out for the hills where the tigers have their 
abode. It was not without considerable difficulty 
that a Chinaman could be induced to come out. 
The Chinese stand in the greatest terror of the 
tiger, and even apply the propitiatory adjec- 
tive “venerable “ to it. They cannot indeed be 
blamed for their state of mind. as they have no 
adequate weapons with which to meet thie 
formidable beast. 

Finally, however. a sturdy yokel agreed to 
come with me, and he was put in charge of the 
bait and necessary victuals. We set out for the 
hills much later than I had hoped, and it was 
already dark when we entered a narrow valley 
leading up to the deserted hut where the night 
was to be spent. This building was some years 
ago used as a dwelling-house, but its occupants 
had abandoned it through fear of the tigers, 
which range the neighbouring hills during the 

night and attack farm-yards in search of their 
prey. 

I was not sorry when we reached the shelter 
of this hut. for the Chinaman with me had a 
nasty trick of looking over his shoulder at 
every bush and hillock which we passed. He 
evidently feared that the hunter might become 
the hunted, and, as it was pitch dark. this 
prospect was decidedly unalluring. Once in- 
stalled in the hut, I set myself resolutely to keep 
awake. The dog was tied up outside, and the 
tiger was eagerly awaited from the window of 
a loft in the. building. 

According to all precedent, the bait ought to 
have emitted dismal howls, and more especially 
when a fine full moon rose in an unclouded sky: 
but it was not'to be. Nota sound did that dog 
make during the whole of the livelong night. 
not even when, 400 yards away on the hill-side. 
we heard the peculiar whine of the tiger in 
search of its prey. This cry, commonly most 
inadequately reproduced on paper by the 
word “ Woof,” sent a thrill through me, but 
alas, nothing came of it. Twice again. indeed. 
during that bitter, mosquito-ridden night it 
was heard, but dawn came without any sign of 
a tiger. 

Thoroughly disgusted, and feeling much in- 
clined to slaughter the dog which had saved its 
skin by keeping silent. I sallied forth at the 
breaking of the dawn, and after going some 
distance into the hills, met a party of wood- 
cutters, who informed me that the tracks of 
the destroyer of herds had been discovered 
hard by. Then began along hunt. For half 
a mile we followed the “ pugs” over the damp 
ground. There were evident indications that 
the tiger had returned to his lair across that 
hill-side. Here was the ‘form * where he had lain 
down to rest—there the marks of his claws on a 
pine-tree. and wherever there was soft ground, 
the tracks quite fresh. 

At last they ended in a densé jungle, covering 
many acres, and almost surrounded by hills. so 
as to form an immense amphitheatre. the 
‘arena’ of which was the ancient abode of 
tigers. My companions, trusting to the power of 
the human leg and the neighbouring pine-trees. 
passed along the hill-side above the jungle. and 
rolled great stones down into its recesses, while 
I waited patiently with a Winchester at full-cock. 
As no response came, I skirted the jungle, and 
finally, with considerable trepidation, entered it 
by a long disused path. After proceeding for 
some distance along this, I found the jungle 
growing denser, and almost before I knew it. 
the path had ceased, and the jungle had closed 
in upon me. There was nothing to be done but 
to traverse it, and to trust to the chance of 
seeing the tiger first. Before long it became 
nece: to proceed on hands and knees, and it 
was while doing this that I came across a black 
and awesome cave in the hillside. After some 
hesitation, I fired my rifle into the dark space, 
from behind a sheltering rock. The echoes 
alone answered me, somewhat indeed to my 
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relief ; although ten cartridges in reserve give 
one 8 certain confidence. 

After some time I emerged from the 
jungle in a very dishevelled condition. and 
with no ‘bag ‘to console me, but nevertheless 
the excitement and enjoyment had been consider- 
able. With plenty of spare time one could 
hardly fail to ‘bag’ a tiger. There were 
undoubtedly one or two about, and the district 
is full of them. Four were killed in pitfalls 
during six months of last year, and anyone with 
the available time and desirous of good sport 
should not fail to visit the West or North 
Rivers and earn the gratitude of the neighbour- 
hood by ridding it of some of these dangerous 
pests.

THE VICEROY DESIRES TO RESIGN. 

Viceroy Shum sent some days ago a memorial 
to the Throne asking to be allowed to resign his 
post on account of illness and inability to govern 
the two provinces as well as he desired. He said 
he felt quite ashamed that. though he had exerted 
himself to his utmost ability. the insurgents 
and robbers in Kwangsi have not been entirely 
suppressed, though. generally speaking. order 
has been restored in the province. His Ex- 
cellency asked the Board concerned to mete 
out what punishment he was deemed to deserve. 
In response to his memorial an Imperial edict has 
been issued refusing his request and encouraging 
him to do his best to govern the affairs of the 
two provinces. 

DRAGON BOAT-FESTIVAL. 

The 5th day of the 5th moon, i.e. the 18th 
instant, isthe dragon-boat festival. The people 
in the different villages are now busily engaged 
repairing the dragon-boats, which, as a rule, 
are buried in the rice-fields after the fete. 
Nowadays dragon-boats, which are generally 
regarded as sacred boats, are highly prized by 
the people. for they believe that the sacred. 
boats are able to drive away the plague-devils, 
as plague generally decreases after the appear- 
ance of the dragon-boats on the 5th day of 
the 5th moon. 

THE PAK-LOP LOTTERY. 

The Pak-lop lottery gambling has been 
strictly prohibited throughout the whole pro- 
vince of Kwangtung since the 15th ultimo 
under heavy penalty. A few days ago a number 
of yamen runners made a raid on a house in the 

illage of Shek-Hun, in Namhoi district. where 
Pak-lop lottery gambling was still going on 
secretly. Five persons were arrested and 
brought to Canton. At present they are locked 
up in the military court awaiting trial. 

THE OPIUM TAX. 

The prepared opium trade is entirely under 
the control and direction of the officials. 
The prepared opium shops are required 
to pay a tax of six candareens for every 
tael of opium sold, and 1.8 candareens a tael for 
the opium made from opium dross. Certificates 
are given to the purchasers. jum divans 
where no opium is sold are divided into 
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three classes, paying respectively a tax of six 
.| dollars, four dollars, and two dollars per mensem. 
The quantity of opium stored in the different 


shops has to be reported to the head office daily. 
People who bring opium to Canton from the 
neighbouring villages are required to report to 
the office and pay the tax. Excise officers are 
employed to discover illicit opium. 


NEW TERRITORY NOTES. ©

CROWN RENT, 

The difficulty in collecting Crown rent, which 
function devolves upon the Police, has b»an very 
marked of late. Less than a quarter per cent. of | 
the dues are recovered and the people seem to 
have come to the conclusion that they can treat 
the Government's demands for its just rights 
with impunity. Reference to higher a1thority 
generally brings forth the reply that the poor 
country people must not be cppressed 
and that conciliatory and easy methods, 
must be employed in dealing with them 
even at the sacrifice of revenue. The 
Chinese are adepts at prevaricating, and 
the. difficulties of those to whom is entrusted 
the collection of these dues, have their troubles 
doubled by the lack of firmness on the part of 
those in high place. 

COTTON PLANTING. 

There is no sign yet of any active step 
being taken towards the promotion of cotton 
planting in the New Territory. When it is 
begun there is considerable room for doubt 
whether it will meet with much better success 
than that which has attended the attempt to 
introduce Straits Settlements sugar-cane into 
the same country. Practical results have been 
attained that go to show that the southern cane 
is capable of producing 40 per cent. more sugar 
than the Chinese plant, but the Chinese prefer 
their own native cane simply because it needs 
less attention and can be counted upon to grow 
on ground which is unfit for the cultivation of. 
good paddy. Whether even the offer of prizes 
for the growing of cotton will act as on mcen- 
tive to the New Territory people remains to be 
proved. 

THE RAILWAY SCHEME, 

There is a growing belief, and it is well borne 
out by recent statistics, that the New Territory 
as a whole is in the nature of a white elephant. 
Its upkeep is a drain upon the resources of 
Hongkong. The establishment of a railway 
running through the Territory to the Frontier 
would of course make an immense difference, 
and would ensure the lasting prosperity of the 
region. Just as a sample of the difficulty of 
travel. we may take the journey from or to 
Samchun to Hongkong. It occupies at least 
three days if the passenger had business to 
transact in one or other of the termini. and yet 

the citiesare only some 35 miles distant. The same 

remark applies to Taipo or any of the outlying 

stations on the British side. The advent of the 
railway would change all that. 
SAMCHUN. 

I hear from a source deserving every credence 
that the representative people of Samchun city. 
and valley have again petitioned the Hongkong 
Government to take over these places and incor- 
porate them in the New Territory under British 
rule. Until this isdone Samchun will certainly 
be a standing menace to the of the 
countryside. It isthe resort of all the bad. 
characters of the province, who find it a 
convenient base from which to make raids upon 
the British Territory villages and also to make 
descents upon itself for thieving purposes 
This is said to be the third occasion on which 
similar petitions have been made. The Govern 
ment ure foolish not to take advantage of the 
general feeling and arrange for the transfer 
of the city to the British flag. : 

A NUISANCE. 

The other day the passengers on board one of 
the Samchun River launches were horrified to 
find out on their arrival at the point where they 
change into the flat-bottomed river, boats that 
they had had for a mate on the way up a corpse. 
It was only when the ians of the body 
attempted to remove it from the launch to the 
boat that its presence was made patent to the 
passengers, for en voyage it had been half 
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covered up with matting, so that it was not | 


strikingly visible. The woman who was taking 
the body up was incensed at the refusal of the 
beat people to take it ashore, and she indignantly 
produced a permit from the Registrar-General 
of Hongkong anthorising the removal of a dead 
body. It was eventually dumped on the Chinese 
side of the river awaiting conveyance to ceme- 
tery. Buat should not a dead body be covered 
up decently? The dead carcase of a sheep even 
must be covered when carried along the streats 
of Hongkong. 
LICHEES. 

The crop of lichees is remarkably good and 
great quantities of the fruit are being des- 
patohed every day to the Honzkong market. 


THE PHILIPPINES.

Manila, P.I.. 6th June. 

Last week was marked by an event. of great 
significance, This was the news, received 
unofficially, of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case of 
Thomas E. Kepner. a Manila lawyer. The 
ruliag, in brief terms, establishes the illegality 
of any appoal by the Government from acquittal 
for the defence in criminal cases, so that all 
such cases already pending may be dismissed 
on proper motion. 

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Kepner was acquitted some time ago by the 
lower court of the charge of misappropriating 
certain funds belonging to a client. he case 
was carried to the Philippines Supreme Court by 
the Government, with the result that the lower 
court’s decision was reversed. The defence 
then appealed to the United States Supreme 
Court on the grounds that, under the provisions 
of the Philippine Act of July Ist, 1902, the 
defendant was placed twice in jeopardy, which 
is also out of accord with the terms of the 
Natienal Constitution. The Philippine Act. 
however, was intended to cover the provisions 
of the Constitution of the United States, but in 
the point at issue the Government has always 
contended that a case was never completed x0 
long as it was in appeal, and thus there was no 
second jeopardy. The Supreme Court of the 
United States now holds that the jeopardy ends 
with the original decision, interpreting the 
Philippine Act just as the Constitution would 
be interpreted. 

Kepner's alleged offence was committed 
prior to the passage by Congressof the Philippine 
Act, but if is a principle of common law. that 
any new law in favour of an accused criminal 
is retroactive, and when in favour of the Govern- 
ment it is ex post facto. On this same principle a 
number of important cases now before the 
Philippine Supreme Court, which were carried 
up by the Government under an old Spanish law 
in force at the time the offences were alleged to 
have been committed, are similarly affected by 
the decision and must be diamaiased on motion 
when they are reached in the docket. One case 
in partionlar is that of Dr. Gomez, whose 
acquittal of the charges of conspiracy and 
treason, it will be remembered, was quite recent- 
ly appealed by the Government. 

; DE. oo ie ae 

Speaking of the principle of jeopardy, I am 

serninidad that: Dr. Gone has a fair Proaeee 
that one of the three charges remaining against 
him will be thrown ont of court. I refer to the 
count of bandolerismo, in which essentially the 
sams evidence as that used in the treason case 
will be offered in support. In such an event 
the accused will be on trial a second time for the 
same offence, as although under a different law 
the same acts will be offered in proof. As well 
as this, trial of the charge of misappropriation 
of funds promises to result favourably for him. 
The fands alleged to have been misappropriated 
are those of the Union Obrera, which has already 
been decided to have been an illegal organisa- 
tion. Hence the organisation in question is not 
likely to have any status before the Court. 
However, if'the Supreme Court decides unfav- 
ourably in Goméz's appeal case (1.¢., the “ illegal 
organisation ” count) then his chances will not 
be so bright. As it is, like Barkis, he has hopes, 
and would have but one offence left to answer 
for, 
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; RICARTE “THE VIPER." 

i« The subject of bandolerismo brings me back 
!to Ricarte. The Government is still framing 
charges against its prisoner. Incidentally, those 
already prepared have had to be reconstructed 
on account of the prisoner's admissions giving 
his case a different aspect. The Government is 
confronted by no foothold to accuse treason, 
inasmuch as Ricarte, unlike Gomez, never took 
the oath of allegiance to the United States and 
was in active opposition to its rule at the time 
that country acquired the Philippines, and has 
been ever since. A subject of the United 
States he undoubtedly is, and clearly a rebel- 
lious one, but he is not a citizen; and 
under the peculiar circumstances can scarcely 
be charged with treason or traitorous conduct. 
Thus the only grounds for prosecution can be 
bandolerigmo, or armed and orvanised defiance 
of the lawful government, and conspiracy to 
raise a rebellion, and these will probably be the 
offences ultimately charged. 

A CONVICTION CONFIRMED. 

The same telegram that conveyed the news 
of the Kepner decision, which, by the way, was 
sent by the Attorney-General of the Philippines 
representing the case at Washington. contained 
word of the finding in two other appeal cases 
before the Supreme Court. These were the 
cases of Dorr and O'Brien, the newspaper men 
tried for sedition. The Judges, with only one 
in dissent, found against the accused and con- 
firmed their sentences, which means the payment 
of a heavy fine and a term in prison. unless the 
pentoning authority intervenes, as many believe 

e will.

RICARTEKE SENTENCED. 

Artemio Ricarto, the “ Viper,” was yesterday 
charged on remand with carrying fire-arms 
without a permit from the authorities. 

Defendant was convicted and sentenchd {o one 
year and one day imprisoument and 81000 fine, 
or to the subsidiary imprisonment for insolvency 
and to the payment of the costs of the trial. 


BRITISH TRADE IN CHINA. 


+ 
INTERNATIONAL RIVALRY. 


Mr. Acting Consul General Playfair's Report 
on the trade of Hankow for the year 1903—an 
unusually prompt and informative document— 
contains some interesting remarks on the rivalry 
to whieh British trade is now subject in the Far 
Kast. We quote the following passages :— 

“ British trade in China, that is to say, trade 
conducted not only in British goods, but by 
British hands, has undergone a transformation. 
The change has been gradual, and has extended 
over many years. The majority of those engag- 
ed in it have found it difficult to adapt them- 
selves to the new methods which they will huve 
to follow if they wish to maintain their 
grasp and not see their livelihood slip away 
from them. The metamorphosis is not in 
the British trader himself, but in those with 
whom the trade is conducted—viz., the Chinese ; 
and unless the British merchant recognises facts 
and can accommodate himself to the novel con- 
ditions, he will find himself supplanted by those 
who are more pliant and adaptable. The 
United Kingdom has taken a large and laudable 
share in promoting the education of the Chinese. 
We have preached to them and exhorted them 
and entreated them to adopt larger views, and to 
assimilate the wisdom and superior methods of 
the West. We have impressed on them that 
they are art | ignorant people, and that they 
cannot possibly move forward unless they model 
themselves on European lines. Tacitly and 
meekly they have recognised this. Silently 
they have avowed their own shortcomings. So 

unostentatiously, and in that so skilfully, has 
the transformation been effected that in many 
ways they have turned the tables on us, and we 
have been blind to the fact. .Their education 
has been so complete and their adaptability so 
thorough that they have shouldered us out of 
positions which we formerly occupied unques- 
tioned. The volume of British trade is ‘not 
here spoken of; that continues to increase 
yearly, and no doubt will go on doing 
so as long as we have something to sell 
which the native of China wishes to buy or the 
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converse. British trade, in the abstract, still 
flourishes, and may indeed be said to flourish 
exceedingly, but, in the concrete, its profits are 
no longer distributed in the same direction, nor 
do they benefit the same persons. The of 
China is like the Egyptian Nile. In the old 
days, in making its way to the sea it overflowed 
and enriched with fertilising alluvium the re- 
gions through which it pasted We have, with 
the best of motives, cana it, so that it enters 
the sea in even greater volume, but itno longer 
enriches all and sundry who tarry on its banks. 
They await in vain the lavish overflow to which 
they were accustomed. The stream has been s0 
nursed and conserved that, unless they are wise 
enough to make use of the handred and one 
irrigation channels into which its waters have 
been diverted they find at last that its benefits 
are no longer for the first comer as they used to 
be, and that its profits are much harder to come 
by. There was a time when the British mer- 
haitt had very few rivals in the field. Now he 
has many, and some are of his own making. His 
European competitors are yearly becoming more 
numerous and more formidable. They came In . 
flattering imitation of himself, and at first ‘sat 
at the feet of Gamaliel,’ but have by this time 
learned all there was to learn, and have in many 
ways bettered his instruction. His bestresource 
is now to sit at the feet of his quondam pupils, 


and learn, like them, to pick up the crambs 
that fall from the table. xcept in shipping 
and banking. commerce, with a big ‘C,’ has 


passed out of his hands, and nothing seems left 
him but trade with a small ‘t.' Though 
British shipping has yearly increased in tonnage 
and, during the current year, also in percentage, 
the number of British firms of repute doing 
business as merchantseither in importa or exports 
is falling off, and those still here find it daily 
harder to compete with their foreign rivals. 
When first British merchants established 
themselves at Hankow they confined 
themselves to the tea trade, of which Hankow 
was then the centre, and treated with contem 
the so-called ‘muck and truok,' leaving it 
entirely in the hands of French and German 
firms who got hold of the connections which 
they still retain. The Hankow tea trade, atra 
been wounded to the death as far as the Uni 
Kingdom was concerned, by the pushing firms 
of India and Ceylon, and having consequently 
fallen almost entirely into Russian han 
British merchants found it increasingly difficult 
to do any business, the more so as the Chinese 
merchants began to purchase their imports at 
Shanghai and Hongkong, instead of through 
the agency of the local firms. The British, 
since their Concession adjoins the native city, 
hold the most advantageous position on the 
river, yet as goon as the Pei-Han Railway is in 
full working order, the centre of trade may be 
expected to gravitate towards the French 
Concession, immediately behind which is the 
railway station, and to the German Concession, 
through which a branch line of the railway is 
to be carried down to the water's edge. The 
Germans and, to a certain extent, . the ar eee 
seem to have secured for themselves the 
Chinese Government contracts for machinery 
of every description, the local arsenal, ironworks, 
and mint being fitted out with their manu- 
factures. The 5 apanese are to provide rifles for 
the Chinese troops, as rifles of Japanese make 
are both cheaper and more effective than those 
that have hitherto been supplied by German 
firms. The blame for the lack of success of 
British firms in these, as in other branches of 
trade, though commonly agoribed to the supine 
attitude of British Consular officials towards 
the efforts of British merchants, would seem to 
be in reality with the firms themselves, who 
make no serious éffort to push their goods in 
opposition to those of other countries. At the 
most they send a aed list to the lecal Consular 
representative with a request that he will hand 
it on to some local agent; but they overlook the 
fact that the Chinese Government prefers to 
deal direct with the manufacturers, and that the 
loeal firms have no facilities for bringing their 
goods to the direct notice of the authorities. 
The only effectual method is to send accredited - 
agents with full particulars to the officials: in 
charge of factories in order to expound. the 
advantages of British-made machinery, or te 
native merchants in order to point out the 
superiority of the article, which they are trying 
to sell, and to secure orders therefor.” 5

Lieutenant W. Arbuthnot-Leslie, 2nd Scots 
Guards, has been nominated as Aide-de-Camp to 
Sir Mathew Nathan, Governor of Hongkong. 

Rear-Admiral Fauque de Jonquieres. of the 
French flagship Chateau Renault, paid an 
official visit to H. E. the Officer Administering 
the Government this week. He was received 
bya guard-of-honour from the 110th Mahratta 
Light Infantry. 

A shocking tragedy occurred on the night 
of the 13th inst. at the house of Mr. Wong Kam 
Fuk, the compradore of theHongkong and Kow- 
loon Wharf & Godown Co.. Ld. At about 9 p.m., 
a Chinaman called at the house in question, 
Wo. S0b, Peel Street, to see an amah, one of 
three or four female servants. He told the 
woman that he-felt sick, asking her to massage 
him; and she brought him into the kitchen. 
Shortly afterwards cries of “Save lite” 
came from the woman, causing the other 
servants to awaken their master and also 
the people living next door. On going to 
the kitchen it was found that the man had 
disemboweled the woman with a knife, inflicted 
other wounds on her body, cut his own throat, 
and stanbed himself in the stomach two or three 
times; both the man and the woman were dead. 
The deceased man, Mak Su Tong by name, 
then out of employment, was about 30 years of 
age; and the woman was a widow 28 years of 
age. Jealousy is supposed to be the cause of the 
crime, the woman having engaged herself to 
another man.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 
We have received from Mr. E. A. Howett, 


Hon. Secretary of the Russo-Japanese War ; 


Fund, an account of the money raised by 
public subscription in the Colony. The total 
amounted to $30,566, of which Mr. Ho Fook 
collected $10,086 from Chinese. The full 
statement and correspondence are unavoidably 
held over. 


Major Sir Mathew Nathan, K.C.M.G., the 

Governor-designate of Hongkong, booked his 
passage by the P. & O. steamer Moldavia, which 
leaves London on the 24th inst. and connects 
‘with the steamer Simla at Colombo. Lady 
Nathan is accompanying His Excellency. As 
we have already announced, they are joining the 
ship at Marseilles on the Ist prox. 

On the morning of the lst inst. Police-Inspec- 
tor Robertson looking over a bridge at Shanki- 
wan saw the hody of a man lying on the stones 
about twe've feet below. On it being conveyed 
to the mortuary it was identified as that 
of Gunner Stokes, of the 83rd Company, 
R.G.A. Deceased had been stationed at 
Lyeemoon, and was last seen alive in Hong- 
kong on May 30 about 10 pm. Dr. Hunter 
after a post mortem examination certified that 
death was due to an injury to the spine. It is 
believed he had an accidental fall. 

The new rooms of the Young Men's Christian 
Association which were formally opened, on the 
10th inst. are handsome and well fitted, 
occupying the whole top flat of Alexandra 

There are 28 bed-rooms, a 
spacious dining-room, a billiard-room, smok- 
ing-room, writing-room. a well-stocked 
reading-room., drawing-rooms and class- 
rooms, while the hall into which one steps 
on leaving the lift is fitted up comfortably 
asa lounge-room. The fittings throughout the 
premises are excellent in every respect. It is 
expectad that the whole place will be in full 
occupation by the lst of July. Educational 
classes will be started when once the hot 
weather is at an end. It is interesting to 


‘note that success has attended the Chinese 
| class which has been conducted during the 


past three months by Rev. W. Bridie. who 
taught the class, not in the ordinary individual 
style generally employed in teaching Chinese. 
but on the lines used in European schools. 
Chinese will be among the subjects when the 
classes re-start.

‘At the Yokohama regatta, Yokohama won in 
the interport fours and single sculls. 

A petition signed by a large number of mis- 
sionaries has been sent in to the authorities at 
Amoy praying for the abolition of the Municipal 
Lottery, on the ground that it is a bad example 
to the Chinese, who are already such gamblers, 
to see a Foreign Council obtaining money for 
administration throuzh a lottery. 

The following telegram was received in 
London last month from one of the prospec- 
tors in the British North Borneo Company's 
territory :—Rich deposit of iron ore has been 
discovered near the Labuk River; assay has 
been made from two points 1,000 yards apart; 
average 94 per cent.. 1,500,000 tons in sight. 

The H.K., C. & Macao Steamboat Co. have 
now no less than three chartered steamers 
running to Kongmoon, the newly opened port 
on the West River. These are the San Ui, the 
Lin Tun, and the Tak Hing. Still another is 
likely to be put on shortly, so that this Company 
should retain a firm hold on the trade until the 
new steamers which they are said to be con- 
templating building are ready for service. 

. E. A. Evers, senior partner in the well- 
known firm of Simon, Evers & Co., of Kobe and 
Yokohama, died at Kobeon the 2nd inst., after 
a comparatively short illness, aged 65. Mr. 
Evers came to Nagasaki in 1861 to the firm of 
C. Kniffler & Co., and founded the branch of 
that firm at Kobe when the port was opened on 
New Year's Day, 1868, and was appointed 
German Consul at Kobe and Osaka. Some 
three years afterwards he and his friend Mr. 
Julius Simon started at Yokohama the firm of 
Simon, Evers & Co. He belonged as much to 
the British as to the German community at 
Kobe, and is deeply and universally lamented. 
Mr. John W. the well-known Yokohama 
auctioneer, died at that port on the 3rd, aged 
56. He came to Japan from London in 1872. 
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As we have a vy annonneed, the contract 
with the P. and O. Company for the carriage 
of the Eastern mails has been continued for 
three years from January 31 next year, with 
an acceleration of 24 hours on every section. 
For this increased speed the company are to 
receive an addition of £10,000 a year to their 
annual subsidy of £330,000, and during the three 
years it will be ascertained whether further im- 
provements can ba obtained by open tender. | 
The Postmaster-General states that he has also 
poo from the company the option of pro- 
onging the arrangement for two or four addi- 
tional years. If the prolongation is for two 
years from 1908 the subsidy for the whole period 
from 1905 will be £330,000, but if the arrange- 
ment is made for seven years in all the subsidy 
for the whole period will be at the rate of 
£315,000 per annum. 

The Siamese Government has granted formal 
permission to Messrs. B. Grimm and Co., says 
the Bngkok T.mes, to have Kohsichang and 
Bangkok connected with the “Telefunken” 
system of wireless telegraphy by way of experi- 
ment. The * Telefunken ” representative, it is 
stated, has had every success in Japan’ and 
China. He has sold a lot of apparatus to both 
the belligerent nations. The Custom House in 
Shanghai has ordered 28 stations, and is con- 
necting all the lightships therewith... Messrs. 
Arnhold, Karberg and Co., in Shanghai, are to 
connect Shanghai and Hankow with the “ Tele- 
funken “ wireless system, as a private enter- 
prise, and they expect that the outlay will yield 
good results, as'the telegraph lines in China 
are often not in good working order. From 
Shanghai the representive goes to Hanckau (?) 
to instal 10 stations ordered by the French army 
commander. 

The thirty-eighth anniversary meeting of - 
the China Inland Mission was held last month 
at Exeter Hall. Sir George Williams presided 
at the afternoon assembly. The annual report. 
which was presented by the Secretary (Mr. F. 
Marcus Wood), stated that, although the clos- 
ing months of 1903 were darkened by the dread- 
ful cloud of coming war, the work of the 
Mission throughout the whole of inland China 
was, with few exceptions, unhindered by politica, 
disturbance or unrest. On December 3 there 
were in connection with the Mission 783 mis- 
Bionaries (including wives), of whom 146 were 
associates connected with six affiliated societies. 
These labourers were working at 199 stations, 
19 of which had been opened during the past 
year; 1,688 parsons confessed their faith in 
Christ by baptism during the year—the largest 
number evér reported for one year. There had 
been a net decrease in the annual income of 
£12,878, as compared with 1902, but there was 
no deficit to record. Lord Kinnaird presided 
at the evening meeting. 

The first annual meeting of the Java-China- 
Japan Line was to be held on 19th ult., 
but the report issued states that the head 
agent, Mr. Roosegaarde Bisschop, established 
himself at Hongkong in August, 1903, and in 
the various ports touched by the steamers, agents 
have been appointed, Netherlands firms for 
preference being chosen. The three steamers 
of the company. Tjipanas, Tjilaljap, and 
Tjimahi, were delivered in due time, and after 
their trip were loaded with cargo of coals to 
Java. The regular four-weekly service, in 
conformity with the contract made with the 
Government, commenced on Sept. 17, 1903, from 
Batavia with the steamer 7izpanas, and has since 
been continued without interruption. The 
voyages are, some changes excepted, as follows: 
—Batavia, Samarang, Sourabaya, and such 
other ports on the north coast of Java as are 
necessary for the loading and discharging of 
goods} Macassar, Hongkong, Shanghai, 
Yokohama, Kobe, Moji, Amoy, Hongkong, 
Singapore, Batavia. Although little can be 
said as yet about the financial results, only one 
voyage being completely performed, there is 
reason to believe that the expéctations will not 
be disappointed. The steamers could always be 
despatched 'to China and Japan with a full 
cargo, and they received a enfficient share of 
the cargo on the other route, as also of cabin 

sengers. The war between Russia and Ja 
as not interfered with the service as yet, but 
the prospects are uncertain.. The profit and 
loss account shows a profit of f1.36,862, which is 
devoted to writing of on the cost of establish- 
ment.

Mr. Eduljee in bis report, dated Hongkong, 
June 16th, says:--The fluctuations in the Bombay 
market, during the past fortnight, have not at 
all been reflected here. On the contrary, our 
market has been controlled purely by local con- 
ditions, and it is now impossible to do business 
unless at a reduction on last quotations. Stocks 
are by no means excessive, but, contrary to 
expectations, the feeling amongst importers is 
not strong, and dealers appear to have gained the 
upper hand of the situation and are forcing the 
hand: of holders, In revising our quotations 
an all-round decline of xbout $2 has to be repcrted ; 
even these prices are difficult to obtain, and in the 
near future a lower range of values is generally 
expected. Business, consequently, has not been 
large; sales aggregating only 56.142 bales No. 103 
and 20s showing a decline of $1 to $3 per bale, 
whilst No. 168 have suffered less. The market

As a significant comment on the present 
unwarranted weak position of our market it is 
only necessary to mention that so less than 
60,000gbales—September/October delivery—have 
been contracted for in Bombay during the last 
three or four weeks fur Hongkong and Shanghai 
account at prices which show an excess of $4 to 
$7 per bale on ruling quotations. ;

MISCELLANEOUS IMPORTS. 


Messrs. Noél Murray & Co., in their report on 
the Shanghai Piece Goods trade dated the 9th 
June, say :—There has been quite a lullin the War 
news since we last wrote, and nothing else has 
occurred to disturb the serenity of our market. 
The downward course of Cotton is naturally ex- 
citing great interest, and tbe dealers are looking 
for substantial concessions in price in consequence, 
being, or professing to be, quite oblivious of the 
fact that the home market for goods never reached 
the same level and therefore cannot be expected 
to decline in proportion. The price of the raw 
staples has dropped two-fifths of a penny since 
our last, to 6.50d. for Mid-American and 7,,d. for 
Egyptian. Such a sudden fall certainly looks 
ominous, and as nothing of a definite nature, 
excepting the acreage sown. can possibly be 
known yet, this sudden decline is put down aos 
the work of the bulls, and we shall soon see an 
important upward movement again. The shert- 
ness of the present crop is certainly assured, and 
it is equally evident that there will be next to 
no stock to carry over, so there is bound to be 
a pinch before picking commences. Neverthe- 


less makers in both producing centres are coming 
down in their ideas of prices and are actually 
asking for counter offers, but with the additional 
unknown quantity, namely, the course of Exchange, 
operators here are inclined to act with extreme 
caution. Of the two markets New York appears 
to be the easier, and more anxious for business 
than Manchester, but there is considerable 
irregularity with the latter, for, whereas prices as 
a rule are fully five per cent. over this market 
standard White Shirtings of some thakers are 
within three pence per piece of the prices 
ruling last September. For the time of 
the year trade with the River Ports and Ningpo 
is pretty fair, but with the Northern markets it 
is disnppointing. It is atill encouraging to héar 
that although the trade is not so extensive in 
Tientsin it is being done now on a. astriotly 
reformed basis instead of the former long credit 
systein. Stocks in the country must be getting 
very low. which should assist our still fairly heavy 
stock of American Sheetings. The shipments 
of all kinds of American Cotton to China this 
year upto the 18th April amounted to 22,804 
packages, against 89,854 packages last year to 
the same date, According to private advices the 
shipments from England of Plain Cottons to 
China and Hongkong for May only amounted to 
15,000,000 yards. The fall in Cotton seems to 
bave affected the Yarn market to some extent 
and lower offers are being made for both imported 
and Local Spinning. Native Cotton is easier 
and weak. Coreau Imports.—As promised last 
week we give a comparntive table of the chief 
imports of Foreign Cotton and Woollen Pieoe 
Goods and yarn into the Hermit Kingdom 
for the years 1893 to 1908 with the value in Yen.
